The annual general meeting of 
Devon Estates (Malacca), Ltd. was 
held in the. offices of Byatt and Ce., 
French Bank Buildings, Singapore, 
there being present Messrs. 7 
Nixon (in the chair), S. Morgan and 
C._V. Bailey. © : 

The chairman: said:—For.the sake 
of convenience and for easier work- 
ing, especially as our forward con- 
tracts are usually -made for the 
calendar year, it has been decided to 
close the annual actourits in future 
at December 31, instead of on June 
30. As a . consequence the reports 
and accounts now sabmitted to you 
cover the six menths’ period July to 
December, 1928. 

In spite of adverse conditions, and 
an.average market price of. under 29 
cents per Ib. for first grade rubber, 
we are able to show the very satis- 
factory profit of $206,688 for the 
six months under review. This was 
made possible by low working sosts 
of the Malacca estates and.the ad- 
varitageous forward contracts for the 
sale of the produce, referred to at 
our Jast general meeting. 

The present profit added to the 
amount carried forward from last 
year gives 9 sum of $497,121 now 
available for distribution, It is pro- 
posed to-deal with this by transfer- 
ring $100,000 to reserve, ~ bringing 
that account up to $350,000, to pay 
a dividend of 6d. per share, absorb- 
ing $148,446, and to carry forward 
$248,674. to next year’s | account. 
The dividend -would be payable on 
June 30 to shareholders on the re- 
gister on May 14, and the custam- 
ary. notice given through the finan- 
cial press for the cellection of coupon 
No..8 attached to the “share war- 
rants ‘to bearer.” . 

The property account now stands 
at $6,316,039, including a sum of 
$526,763 expended on development 
work in the- course of last two years. 
The ‘subscribed capital remains un- 
changed at $5,888,375. On a par 
basis the capital value of the ort- 
ginal Devon Estates of 4,810 plant- 
ed acres stood at $1,371 per acre. 
As the original shareholders in Devon 
will recollect, the development of the 
Malacea estates was completed at a 
very low cost and brought to matur- 
ity at a capitalisation figure of £27 
105. per acre. Like many other 
young producers of the same period, 
it was found in 1919 and 20 that the 
unfair incidence of . excess profits 
duty threatened to deprive sharehold- 
ers of the bulk of the profits to 
which they were legitimately entitled 
after six or seven years of waiting 
for a return on their investment. 
The lower the capital cost per acre 


the greater was the proportion of] 


the company’s earnings which became 
liable for taxation. It was on this 
account chiefly, that the original 
sterling company went into liquida- 
tion-and was acquired by the pre- 
sent dollar company on a basis of 
valuation which at the time conform- 
ed to ruling values for rubber pro- 
perties, but which is admittedly too 
high for present standirds. One of 
the-chief objects, therefore, which is 
being achieved by the present policy 
of applying our reserves to further 
development in cultivation is the 
gradual averaging down of the capital 
cost per acre.

THE TRADE RETURNS. 

The preliminary analysis of the 
Bosrd of Trade import, export and 
re-export returns indicates that the 
progressive position, unlike the first 
quarter of 1928, is hetter maintain- 
ed on the. whole. The progress 
shown is, however, an ambiguous one, 
so far as the money values indicate 
the position. Individual monthly re- 
turns are often better; while . the 
quarterly aggregate is not 20 good.

Women’s Bound Feet

SUCCESSFUL RESULTS ON THE 
“MANUNDA” 


The motorship “Manunda,” puilt by 
Messrs. Beardmores, and engined by 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, for the

on her maiden voyage to -Australia 
recently, The ship ‘ran her official 
trials on the  Skelmorlie mile 
on Monday, April 15.

EX-SERVICE MEN AND PREMIER 

The Prime. Minister received a de- 
putation from the British Legion, in- 
troduced by Admiral of the Fleet

JAPANESE SHIPPING 


ORDERS FOR MOTOR 
VESSELS 


A new shipping company, named the 
Showa Kisen Kaisha, has recently plac- 
ed an order for a motorship as a 
nucleus of ita fleet. The new vessel, to 
be talled the “Kowa Maru,” will be 415 
feet Jong, with a beam of 68 feet, and 
a depth of 31 feet 9 inches. The gross 
tonnage will be 5,800 capacity, 

The Osaka Shosen Kaisha has an- 
nounced an extensive shipbuilding pro- 
gramme, involving eleven cargo ani 
passenger boats, with’ an aggregate 
tonnage fo 67,900, at an estimated loss 
of 22,000,000 yen, According to the 
plan, the company will build four 
diésel-engined cargo. ships, each 
8,000 tons gross, for its New York ser- 
vice, at an estimated cost. of 8,000,000 
yen. ‘Tenders are already called. 
Three cargo slips of 6,300 tons each, 
all equipped with.cold storage system, 
are ‘also to be. built, for’ which the. 
estimate .is 4,000,000 yen.. All these 
vessels are expected. to be completed 
before. March next year. cial

of its South American and Australian

Less than one-tenth of the cost of 
maintaining the University fell on 
the.public revenues of the Colony. 

The expenditure of the University 
during 1928 amounted to $504,809.- 
82. The income and expen- 
diture account for the year thus 
shows %n excess of income over ex- 
penditure of $19,937. The income 
and expenditure account for 1927 
showed a deficit of $3,318.61. Dur- 
ing 1928 full and complete provi- 
sion was made for bad debts. 

The excess of income over ex- 
penditure on the year’s working is 
tu be accounted fur‘partly by the 
fact that receipts of fees for the 
Matriculation and Senior and 
Junior local examinations showed 
u remarkable increase. \A succes- 

to. Professor HH. G. Earle, Pro- 
i iy of Physiology, who left the 
University in’ January, 1928, was 
not. appointed until September, 
128. Professor J, Anderson re- 
signed in September, 1928, und his 
successor is not expected here until 
September, 1929. Mr. -Robertson, 
who sucegeded Mr. Keaton as 
Rendar in Law and Polities, did mov 
arrive in Hong Kong until August. 
1928. Protesor W. Brown, Pro- 
ft ry of Mathematics, was second- 
ed for sefviee with the Lester Trust 
for four months during the yaca- 
tion of 1923. Substantial savinys 
therefore accrued under ,salaries. 

The University was fortunate in 
continuing toe receive special grants 
—§$12,000 from the Hong Kony 
Genera! Chamber of 
and $1,000.from the Chinese Cham- 
Ler of Commerce. The University 
is grateful for these contributions 
The Asiatic Petroleum Co. (South 
China), Ltd., continues to earn tha 
thanks of the University by its con- 
tribution of free oil for the Univer- 
sity workshop and power station. 
Mr. Kwok Siu-lau made a donation 
of $60,000 through His Excellency 
the Chancellor of the University, 
and it was decided that this money 
should be devoted to the develop- 
ment of biology. During the year 
under review, Dr. G. A. C. Herkiots 
was appointed Reader in Biology 
and steps are now being taken to 
convert a building at the western 
entrance to the University into a 
bivlogical laboratory. A sum of 
$170,000 was collected during 1928 
for a Chinese School, mainly 
through the efforts of the Hon. Sir 
Shou-son Chow and the Hon. Mr. 
R. H. Kotewall. This,sum has al- 
ready been paid into the University, 
and a further contribution of 
$30,000 has been guaranteed. Mr. 
Tang Chi-ngong also contributed a 
capital grant of $60,000 towards a 
building for the Chinese School. 
During. the year under review, 
Government sanctioned for the 
year 1929 a special and supple- 
mentary grant of $32,000 in support 
of the Chinese School. 

Great difficulty was experienced 
during 1928, and is still being ex- 
perienced, in reinvesting mortgage 
loans which have been repaid. It 
will be noticed that a.sum of 
$186,793.20 is shown as cash in 
hand and with bankers on current 
and deposit accounts, This is a 
very serious problem. It means 
that for a part of the year the 
University was only getting 2 per 
eent. instead ‘of at least 7 per cent. 
on its money. It appears, how- 
ever, to be almost impossible to. 
sécure investments ‘which will give 
the University safe and adequately 
remunerative returns. . Mortgage

Faculty af Medicine 

The number of: students in the 
Faculty of Medicine on December. 
31, 1928, was Li0-as- compared 
with 150 on the same date in the’ 
preceding year. The staff of the 
Medical Faculty comprises 8 full- 
time professors, incuding. the pro- 
fessors of chemistry and’ physics 
who work in all three . faculties, 
aud. the. Reader in Biology who 
works in the. Arts Faculty as well 

in the Medieal Faculty; also two 

turers in chemistry (these 
lecturers work in all 3 Faculties) 
§ full-time medical assistants, and 
7 part-time medical lécturers. The 


| Madical School of Singapore which 


has to deal with fewer students has 
a staff of 11 professors, 11 lecturers 
and 2 readers, exclusive of assis- 
fants, 

The amount af charitable work 
carried out by the Medical. Faculty 
of the University is considerable. 
Last year the Faculty treated in 
hospital some 3,000 poor patients, 
whilst 8,000 persons _ received 
treatment ,in the out-patients’ de- 
partment of the Government Civil 
Hospital ut the hands of the 
University staff. The Pathological 
Department reported on 1494 cases. 
The Medical Faculty carries out a 
large proportion of the total work 
done in the Government Civil 
Hospital. 

The research work done in the 
various departments of the Medical 
Faculty is reported to be well up 
to the average. Four issues of the 
Caduceus, the Journal of the 
University Medical Society, were 
published during 1928 and its 
cireulation is increasing, “ 
The -resignation of Professor 

G. Earle which took place 
in January, 1928, was referred 
to in ‘the last Annual Report. 
Dr. J. Anderson resigned the Chair 
of Medicine last year; he also joined 
the staff of the projected Henry 
lester Institute’ of Medical Re- 
search in Shanghai. Surgeon- 
Commander J, G. Gerrard, M.D., 
M.-P. M.R.C.P., (London), has 
recently been appointed to the 
Chair. of Medicine, but he has not! 
yet joined the University. 

The Medical Faulty has many 
vital needs. The most urgent is 
perhaps the provision of a separate 
department for surgry. Anatomy 
and surgery originally constituted 
one chair, and the Professor of 
Surgery has rio laboratory other 
than’ the dissecting room, This 
ls very inconvenient. The Pro- 
fessor of Medicine i in an almost 
worse plight. Hehas no lecture 
room or laboratory anywhere,

The 
graduates of 1927 have found little 
difficulty in . sezuring. employment. 
One of the civil engineers 15 now 
an. assistant engineer on. the 
Federated Malay States Rajlways, 
two are surveyors on the Sarawak 
Borneo, one is working 
for Messrs. Palmer and Turner, 
Shanghai and one. at the Harbour 
Works in Hoijhow. Of the two 
who graduated 
in 1927, one is 9 mill engineer in 
Java and the otrer 
apprentice with the British Thomas- 
Houston firm, Rugby, England. 
One of ‘the two ~ mechanical 
engineers who graduated in 1927 is 
also a student ‘apprentice. with the 
same firm. = 

Sooner or later China will have 
to earry out all sorts of public 
works—some activity is apparent 
even now. When this day of real 
development arrives, the University 
will undoubtedly be called upon to 
deal with a. steadily, and even 
rapidly, increasing demand . for 
admission on the part of those 
young men who want to be en- 
gineers. .Meanwhile the problem 
of daking into the University in- 
denitured apprentices from local 
engineering workshops is no nearer 
solution. The Employment Com- 
mittee of the University has ad- 
dressed Government with an urgent 
request for the establishment of an 
efigient Institution. in which  ap- 
prentices and other workers could 
continue their ednention during 
their off-hours. No reply has as 
yet been received to this com, 
munication. . 

“\Faculty of Arts 

‘The Faculty comprises six groups 
of studies and two «departments. 
The number of studerts’on the roils 
of the Faculty on December 21, 
1928, was 95 us compared with 90 
on the same date in the preceding 
year. Twenty-two of the 95 
students were women. 

The number of 
English in tue Faculty of Arts dur- 
ing 1928 was 83, The Professor 
of English remarks’ that the 
standard of attainment in the first 
year classes is very unequal and 
that this constitutes one of the 
chief difficulties of the English 
department. He observes that the 
difficulty could be overcome by de- 
manding a higher standard of 
English “in the Matriculation 
examination, but that this would 
mean excluding irom the University 
many Chinese vf considerable 
mental ealibre who, “although back- 
ward in English at the heginning 
of the course sometimes succeed 
in, drawing level wiih the others, 
or even surpassing them, before the 
course ig finished.” 

The Professor 
marks on the 


of Education re- 
great number of 
students who take the science, 
rather than the general, course. 
He thinks thut this is probably 
accordance with the general trend 
in China towards scientifie method, 
but that it is in part due to the 
better provision in staff and 
equipment made for the science side 
of the University. 

The most urgent needs of the 
Faculty of Arts are a chair of 
philosophy and a readership in 
geozraphy. Logic and ethics are 
taught, but for this purpose a 
part-time lecturer has to be en- 
gaged. This is a most unsatisfac- 
tory arrangement. Indeed, it is 
ludicrous that a University whose 
obvious business it is to bridge 
over the chasm which now yawns 
between Western and Chinese cul- 
ture, should ‘have no philosopher 
on its staff. It is almost equally 
ludicrous that there should not be 
on the University staff any one 
with any special knowledge of 
geography. For some three years 
previous to May, 1928, geography 
was taught by a member of the 
English staff who had been 
specially trained in the subject, 
put he resigned last year and such 
teaching of geography as js now 
being attempted has had to be left 
to the ‘voluntary efforts of the 
Professor’ of. - Political Economy 
(who has recently tesigned), the 
Professor of Piygiology and the 
Reader in History. 

‘By the end of 1928 the Faculty 
of Arts was in a ‘position. to ad- 
mit'| students “into. a Chinese 
school. At present this school is 
controlled and directed by the 
Chinese School Committee—a sub- 
committee of the Faculty of Arts. 
‘Yt js hoped that from this school 
a Chinese faculty will“eventually 
develop. But-such a development 
is ae costly one,

other serious library of any sort 
in the Colony. The University re- 
ceived some generous gifts during 
the year, notably some 150 pub-

The medical 
library is not housed. in the main 
University. building but in one of 
the outlying medical schools. 
This is not a goad arrangement. 
A student who goss to look up 


some medical matter must often. 


require some general. books of re- 
ference. The accommodation in 
the Medical School now devoted 
to the medica} library, is badly re- 
quired for the more specific medi- 
cal purposes for which the build- 
ing was provided. 
The Union. 

In the season 1927-1928 the 
University Cricket Club headed 
both the Senior and Junior 
Leagues. The increasing capacity 
of the students to manage them- 
selves the various athletic clubs 
and the general business of the 
Union in all its varied activities, 
js most encouraging. -The gtu- 
dents themselves found it neces- 
sary to raise the annual subserip- 
tions to the Union and the: en- 
trance fees. They agreed among 
themselves that this must be done 
and proceeded, with the approval 
of the Council, to carry the change 
into effect, Every’ student of the 
University has to join-the Union.

- Order Against Strikers 

An order in the nature of a man-, 
damus and injuction was granted 
by Judge Lukin in the Common- 
wealth Arbitration Court on April 
24 to restrain 38 members of the 
Timber Workers’ Union from con- 
tinuing to absent themzelves from 
work, 

Parties to the Strike 

“The facts, to ‘my mind,” said 
Judge Lukin, “can leave- no doubt 
in that there has been a strike 
against this award; that is, against 
its provision that the standard of 
hours shall be 48. It is a strike be- 
cause it was a partial cessation of 
work by employees in the industry 
acting in combination as a means 
of enforcing compliance with de- 
mands made by them, notwithstand- 
ing such award, that the hours of 
labour should be limited to 44 hours 
per week and a partial und subse- 
quently’ -a total. refusal. of em- 

ployees, acting in combination, to 
accept work. 

“| am satisfied on the evidence 
that each of the respondents ig a 
party to such strike, and, by rea- 
sonable inference that they still 
are acting in conformity with the 
directions received . from’ the 
Union. It is a just conclusion 
from the evidence that the Union 
has been throughout regulating 
and directing the actions of: its 
members, and making them. act in 
combination to refuse work or to 
accept work under the law, and to 
set such award at-defiance and at 
nought, and that its members have 
acted. as so directed. 

Weakening in Ranks 

The secretary of the. Timber 
Merchants’ Association (Mr. F. H. 
Corke) said ‘subsequently that. 
there were indications that the 
end of the strike against Judge 
Lukin’s: award was in. sight. 

He ‘anticipated that after the 
order of the Court. was issued, 
upon the summonses which were 
heard by Judge Lukin, a number 
of men would resume. He expect- 
ed the number at work to be con- 
siderably swelled by the end of 
that week. 7 

The officials. conducting. the 
strike appeared to be at their wits’ 


end to cope with the weakening | 


in their ranks. Time and again 
thelr policy had been changed to 
meet the position, but all their 
plans had gone awry. Within a 
fortnight he believed the yards 
would be worked at normal pres- 
sure again.

DEATH SENTENCE 


VIRTUAL SUSPENSION IN 
GERMANY 


Temporarily, if not permanently, 
capital punishment seems to have 
been’ abolished in Berlin by ad- 
ministrative procedure. That, at 
any rate, is the conclusion drawn 
by the Press from a decision of the 
Bavarian Government not to allow 
the. execution of. two men under 
sentence of death. 

The crimes in: both these cases 
were of an aggravated . kind, one 
of the murderers being Johann 


Hein, who killed three policemen. |. 


It had previously been indicated 
that further decapitations would 
not be allowed in Prussia, and the 
smaller States are practically cer-. 
thin to follow this lead. of the two 
chief partners in the Reich. 

Of course; so long as the Jaw 
remains as it is a change of 
Government, either in Prussia or 
Bavaria, might be followed by 3 
revival of executions. But the 
mere fact- that the death penalty 
has’ actually been suspended 
throughout Germany will. still fur- 
ther reduce its chances of finding 
its way into the new Criminal 
Code now under Parliamentary 
discussion. : 

‘Public sentiment in’ favour of 
the abolition of the death sen- 
tence has been greatly quickened 
of recent years by several oases: in 
which it has been shown that in- 
nocent persons were sentenced. for 
murders committed by others. ~
